Discussed .. in . Report- by Interstate

Commerce Commission. 


The annual report of the'Interstate 


Commerct; Commission contains some 
interesting facts about the. car'-famine 
and the" operation of the"c6mpulsdry 
air-brake law. It says: 


"The inability of shippers to procure 


cars-for the movement of their traffic 
is the subject of numerous and griev- 
ous complaints which come to the Com- 
mission from all parts of the country. 
A car famine prevails which brings 
distress in almost every" section, and 
in some localities amounts to a calam- 
ity. 
The 
extraordinary 
prosperity 


which, everywhere abounds with the 
high prices obtainable for all classes 
of commodities have so stimulated 
production as to yield a volume of! 
transportation business whlgh far ex- 
ceeds in the aggregate .the carrying 
capacity of the railroads. In a word, 
the development of private industry 
has of late been much, more rapid than 
the increase of railway equipment. 
."The conditions now existing in:the 


in the Southwest, and - trans-Missouri 
region, where thousands and-tens-"of 
'thousands of live animals are-denied 
movement to the consuming markets, 
may justly be regarded as alarming; 
while-throughout the Middle West and 
Atlantic seaboard tho shortage of cars 
for manufactured articles and miscel- 
laneous merchandise has become a 
matter of serious concern. . In some 
cases it is simply a lack of cars, in 
others insufficient tracks and motive 
power. In still others wholly inade- 
quate freight yards and terminal fa- 
cilities. 


"The larger roads, which have been 


increasing their equipment as their 
managers claim, as rapidly as it could

refusing to furnish cars for loading 
to points beyond their own rails, be- 
cause they are not unloaded and re- 
turned within a reasonable time. Fre- 
quently, it is said, foreign cars are 
virtually confiscated by roads which 
get them into possession and keep 
them in use for local service.
